economy It’s been called 
the Great Recession by 
many around the globe. 

But Statistics Canada says 
the economic meltdown 
that devastated the econo¬ 
mies of dozens of countries 
in 2008 and 2009 left Cana¬ 
da relatively unscathed. 

According to the federal 
agency, Canada did suffer 
through a technical reces¬ 
sion — a 3.3 per cent drop 
in gross domestic product 
over three quarters 
between the fall of2008 
and the summer of 2009. 
But that was shorter and 
milder than Canada’s pre¬ 
vious two recessions.

BP shareholders air grievances over oilsands project 


British oil giant BP PLC 
faced down a rebellion 
from a vocal minority of 
shareholders Thursday 
over a controversial 
oilsands project in Canada 
and the 40 per cent pay 
increase granted to the 
company’s chief 
executive. 

A coalition of more than 
100 shareholders backed a 
resolution at the company’s 
annual general meeting 
calling for a review of its 
plans to extract oil from the 
vast oilsands in northeast¬ 
ern Alberta. 

They wanted the compa¬ 
ny to provide more detail 
on the environmental im¬ 
pact of the project, which 


critics say will be more 
harmful to the environ¬ 
ment than traditional oil 
extraction. 

But BP, which argues it is 
crucial in helping meet the 
world’s energy needs over 
the next 20 years, won the 
vote with the support of 
major institutional in¬ 
vestors. 

The company said it 
would make a final decision 
on whether to finance the 
joint venture with Canadi¬ 
an partner Husky Energy 
Ltd. by the end of the year. 

BP says the project — a 
joint venture with Calgaiy- 
based Husky — has the po¬ 
tential to sustain produc¬ 
tion levels for many

Speakers at the meeting 
included representatives 
from affected indigenous 
Canadian communities, 
who made a plea for a 
moratorium on further 
projects on the oilsands un¬ 
til further research is con¬ 


ducted into health risks for 
locals. BP chairman Carl- 
Henric Svanberg said the 
company would take into 
account the requests for 
greater transparency. 

BP also faced the wrath of 
investors over pay plans for 
senior executives, with 
nearly 16 per cent of share¬ 
holder votes withheld or 
cast against its remunera¬ 
tion report. 

Some shareholders were 
unhappy that chief execu¬ 
tive Tony Hayward was 
granted a 41 per cent hike 
in his salaiy package last 
year to more than four mil¬ 
lion pounds, despite a 
slump in BP’s profits.

inquiry Defence chiefs 
looked into allegations of

Commission was told

“It wasn’t my 
responsibility as a militaiy 
police officer to investigate 
allegations of the Afghan 
authorities allegedly — 
allegedly— mistreating 
their people,” said Lt.-Col. 
Douglas Boot. 

“I have no authority, 
absolutely no authority to 
do that.” 

Boot told the 
commission the duty to 
look into prisoner abuse at 
the hands of Afghan 
authorities should fall to 
corrections and foreign- 
affairs officials.

Nova Scotia looks to rectify old injustice

The Nova Scotia 
government apologized 
and granted a special par¬ 
don Thursday to the late 
Viola Desmond, 63 years 
after she was jailed for sit¬ 
ting in a whites-only sec¬ 
tion of a segregated 
movie theatre. 

Mayann Francis, the 
province’s first black lieu- 
tenant-governor, granted a 
free pardon to Desmond in 
what the government said 
marked the first time in 
Canada such a form of 
clemency had been 
posthumously awarded. 

Premier Darrell Dexter 
said he was sorry to 
Desmond’s family and all 
black Nova Scotians for 
the racism she was subject¬ 
ed to in an incident he 
called unjust. 

“This injustice has im¬ 
pacted not just Mrs. 
Desmond during her life 
and her family, but other 


African-Nova Scotians and 
all Nova Scotians who 
found and continue to find 
this event in Nova Scotia’s 
histoiy offensive and intol¬ 
erable,” Dexter said at a 


ceremony in the legisla¬ 
ture. 

“On behalf of the 
province of Nova Scotia, I 
am sorry.”

Volcanic ash virtually shuts down half of Europe's air space 


An enormous ash cloud 
from a remote Icelandic 
volcano caused the 
biggest flight disruption 
since the 2001 U.S. terror¬ 
ist attacks Thursday as it 
drifted over northern Eu¬ 
rope and stranded 
travellers on six 
continents. 

Officials said it could 
take days for the skies to 
become safe again in one 
of aviation’s most congest¬ 
ed areas. The cloud, float¬ 
ing kilometres above Earth 
and capable of knocking 
out jet engines, wrecked 
travel plans for tens of 
thousands of people, from 
tourists and business trav¬ 
ellers to politicians and roy¬ 
als. They couldn’t see the 
source of their frustration 
— except indirectly, when

Man writes obituary, then kills self 


Researchers are warning of 
a new blight on the ocean: 
a swirl of confetti-like plas¬ 
tic debris stretching over 
thousands of square kilo¬ 
metres in a remote 
expanse of the Atlantic 
Ocean. 

The floating garbage — 
hard to spot from the sur¬ 
face and spun together by a 
vortex of currents — was 
documented by two groups 
of scientists who trawled 
the sea between Bermuda 
and the Azores islands. 

The studies describe a 
soup of micro-particles simi¬ 
lar to the so-called Great Pa¬ 
cific Garbage Patch, a phe¬ 
nomenon discovered a 
decade ago between Hawaii 
and California that re¬ 
searchers say is likely to ex¬ 
ist in other places around 
the globe. 

“We found the great At¬ 
lantic garbage patch,” said 
Anna Cummins, who col¬ 
lected plastic samples on a 
sailing voyage in Februaiy. 


Near-invisible 

• The most nettlesome 
trash is nearly invisible: 
countless specks of plastic, 
often smaller than pencil 
erasers, suspended near 
the surface of the deep 
blue Atlantic. 

The debris is harmful for 
fish, sea mammals, and at 
the top of the food chain, 
potentially humans. Since 
there is no realistic way of 
cleaning the oceans, advo¬ 
cates say the key is to keep 
more plastic out by raising 
awareness and, wherever 
possible, challenging a 
throwaway culture that uses 
non-biodegradable materi¬ 
als for disposable products. 

“Our job now is to let peo¬ 
ple know that plastic ocean 
pollution is a global prob¬ 
lem — it unfortunately is 
not confined to a single 
patch,” Cummins said.

Car bomb 
kills eight 
in Kandahar 

Afghanistan A car bomb 
exploded outside a hotel 
in Kandahar Thursday, in¬ 
juring at least eight 
people, while fighting in 
the north of the country 
left four German troops 
dead, officials said. 

The hotel, located in a 
busy downtown commer¬ 
cial district, is home to a 
number of foreign news 
organizations and has lit¬ 
tle security. 

International forces 
present in the city rarely 
patrol through the area. 

A money changer work¬ 
ing the street in front of 
the hotel, said two men 
pulled up in the car, 
parked it, and walked 
away. 

Five minutes later the 
white sedan exploded. 

Following the afternoon 
blast, U.S. and Afghan mil¬ 
itary convoys arrived, 
blocking off the street and 
jamming cellphone 
signals, apparently to pre¬ 
vent insurgents 
detonating any remote 
controlled bombs that 
might be in the area.

S igns of spring are 
eveiywhere in this 
city. Tulips are push¬ 
ing their way up into 
the warming sun. 
Dust storms are being facili¬ 
tated by the sand on city 


streets. And motorcyclists 
are out in force. 

As a motorcyclist myself, 
I probably pay more atten¬ 
tion to what riders are do¬ 
ing than the average mo¬ 
torist — and what I see con¬ 
cerns me. I don’t consider 
riding a motorcycle to be 
dangerous, though I recog¬ 
nize that it is a higher-risk 
endeavour than driving a 
car. Unlike drivers who are 
wombed into their cars, 
motorcyclists have no seat- 
belts, no airbags, and no re¬ 
inforced side pillars to keep 


them safe in the event of an 
accident. There are, howev¬ 
er, two major things that 
can mitigate the risk to rid¬ 
ers. 

Training is the best way 
to avoid accidents on a mo¬ 
torcycle. Just because some¬ 
one has ridden a motorcy¬ 
cle before does not mean 
they are a trained rider. 
Without training, a sudden 
wind gust can cause you to 
go off the road. And the 
wobbling caused by the 
grating on bridge decks can 
lead to a nasty spill. 


There are four motorcy¬ 
cle training schools in Ed¬ 
monton that will teach 
both new and experienced 
riders how to ride in a safe 
manner. Experienced riders 
can be made aware of the 
bad habits they have picked 
up over time. Novice riders 
can learn the best ways to 
avoid developing a close 
personal relationship with 
the pavement. 

Based on what I see hap¬ 
pening on our streets, I 
have to wonder how many 
riders actually get training. 


Zipping in and out of traffic 
is definitely not a good idea. 
Speeding away from traffic 
lights is also a big no-no. 
Not shoulder checking is an 
accident waiting to happen. 
But the thing that concerns 
me the most is those riders 
who do not wear the proper 
personal protective equip¬ 
ment. 

The law requires wearing 
a helmet. It does not require 
the proper type of jacket, 
pants, boots and gloves. 
Without those things, rid¬ 
ers are at great personal 


risk, even at low speeds. 

So if you are thinking 
about buying a motorcycle, 
or if one of the kiddos has 
decided to ride, you would 
be well advised to make 
proper motorcycle training 
part of the deal. At the veiy 
least, you should ensure 
that neither you nor any 
loved one ever rides a mo¬ 
torcycle without wearing all 
the proper equipment.

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What do higher interest rates mean for you? 



Does Canada really need 
higher interest rates to keep 
inflation in check? Who 
knows, but we’re going to 
get them anyway. 

Along about June, the 
Bank of Canada will start 
raising the target for the 
“overnight rate.” That’s the 
rate financial institutions 
use to lend money to each 
other. This will send ripples 
across the interest rate spec¬ 


trum, from business and 
consumer loans to mortgage 
rates and credit card 
charges. If the Bank of Cana¬ 
da keeps boosting rates, the 
ripple will start to look more 
like a wave. 

In late March, the big 
banks anticipated coming 
rate hikes by boosting post¬ 
ed rates for five-year mort¬ 
gages. 

How will this play out for 
you? Taken with related eco¬ 
nomic factors like the value 
of the Canadian dollar, high¬ 
er interest rates will hurt 
more than they help. If 
you’ve been planning to buy 
a house, do it now because 
mortgage rates will be high¬ 
er in the second half. Say 
you could get a $250,000 


fixed rate mortgage today at 
4.5 per cent, but would have 
to pay five per cent in Au¬ 
gust. Over a five-year term, 
that extra half-point will 
cost you $6,000 in additional 
interest. And you’ll pay off 
nearly $1,800 less in princi¬ 
pal. 

You might also want to 
buy a new car sooner as 
well. Automakers have been 
offering zero per cent fi¬ 
nancing and attractive lease 
and maintenance deals. But 
car companies are still strug¬ 
gling to recover and they 
know this land of competi¬ 
tion strangles profits. Higher 
interest rates will boost their 
operating costs and make 
them cut back on incentives 
as soon as they can. 


By boosting the value of 
the Canadian dollar, higher 
interest rates should make 
import prices cheaper. But 
at the retail level, Canadian 
prices are invariably higher 
than U.S. levels to start with 
— nearly seven per cent 
higher as of late — reflect¬ 
ing our cost structure. 

If you really want bar¬ 
gains, cross the U.S. border 
and buy there. 

Just remember one thing. 
If you do make more con¬ 
sumer purchases, don’t run 
credit card balances. As in¬ 
terest rates rise, credit card 
rates will follow fast.

Late-filing penalties 


Many Canadians will be 
spending the next few 
weeks wading through pa¬ 
perwork and scouring 
their homes for months- 
old receipts, as the April 
30 deadline to get their 
taxes in order looms. 

“People hate doing this,” 
said Dennis Tew, chief fi¬ 
nancial officer at Franklin 
Templeton Investments 
Corp. 

“They know that they 
have to go and find all 
their information. They 
know that they have to 
pull it together.” 

Tew said he's made a 


habit of getting his own 
tax return done early each 
year — mainly because his 
tax refund arrives that 
much quicker. 

While Gena Katz, execu¬ 
tive director of Ernst & 
Young’s tax practice, 
agrees it’s “silly” to put off 
filing a tax return if the 
government owes you 
money, she said it’s even 
worse to miss the deadline 
when it’s the other way 
around. 

“For people who owe 
money, they really have to 
file on time or at least pay 
on time because the penal-

ties are pretty severe for 
late filing,” said Katz. 

With two weeks to go 
until the taxman comes 
knocking, chronic procras¬ 
tinators across Canada 
may be at a loss on where 
to start. 

“All of a sudden you go 
into this panic because

now you’re trying to find 
all of this information,” 
said Cleo Hamel, a senior 
tax analyst with H&R 
Block. 

The government needs 
any information relating 
to income, so first and 
foremost it’s important to 
round up those T-slips. 


The next priority is to 
track down forms and re¬ 
ceipts related to any num¬ 
ber of available tax credits 
— charitable donations, 
children’s health pro¬ 
grams, childcare, home 
renovations, tuition, and 
healthcare costs. 

“If the only thing you 
have is your income infor¬ 
mation, I know that by the 
end of it you’re not going 
to be happy with the re¬ 
sult. You’ll probably owe 
money or maybe you’re 
not getting as much of a 
refund,” said Hamel.

TransCanada CEO to retire 


energy Diversified energy 
giant TransCanada Corp. 
will soon be under new 
leadership. 

North America’s largest 
natural gas shipper says 
its chief executive — one 
of Western Canada’s best- 
known and most success¬ 
ful business leaders — 
will retire at the end of 
June. 

Hal Kvisle, 57, joined 
TransCanada in 1999 after 
years in the oil industry, 
including a period at leg¬ 
endary Dome Petroleum 
Ltd., and moved into the 
top job at the gas pipeline 
operator in 2001. 

During his tenure, he 
won wide respect in the en¬ 
ergy sector and was named 
Canada’s Outstanding CEO 
of the year in 2008. 

Kvisle said Thursday that 
TransCanada has either 
achieved or exceeded all 
goals it set out in the past 
decade. 

In particular, he cited the 
company’s Canadian expan¬ 
sion and the establishment 
of a gas transmission busi¬ 


ness in the United States. 

Kvisle will be succeeded 
by current chief operating 
officer Russ Girling, a for¬ 
mer CFO at the Calgaiy 
company. 

Barry Jackson, Trans- 
Canada’s chairman, cited 
Kvisle’s “focus, drive and 
wisdom” for helping the 
natural gas shipper grow 
rapidly in the last 
decade. 

TransCanada’s growth 
reflects the continental ex¬ 
pansion of the energy 
business, with growing oil- 
sands production, a widen¬ 
ing pipeline network 
Canada and the United 
States and new sources of 
natural gas in shale rock 
formations in both coun¬ 
tries. 

“Our Canadian gas trans¬ 
mission business is ex¬ 
panding to move B.C. shale 
gas to market,” Kvisle said. 

“We are working to ex¬ 
tend our Canadian system 
to connect northern gas 
from Mackenzie and Alas¬ 
ka.”

Mutual funds top $600B 


assets For the first time

Layoffs show U.S. 
recovery still shaky 


A spike in U.S. unem¬ 
ployment claims Thursday 
underscored the bumpi¬ 
ness of the economic re¬ 
bound: Consumers are 
spending more. Factories 
are making more. But lay¬ 
offs have not tapered off as 
fast as expected. 

So can the recovery gath¬ 
er much steam if 17 per 
cent of worlcing-age Ameri¬ 
cans remain jobless or un¬ 
deremployed? 

Employers have begun 
to add jobs recently, in¬ 
cluding 162,000 in March. 
Yet much stronger job cre¬ 
ation is needed to ease the

current 9.7 per cent unem¬ 
ployment rate. And if lay¬ 
offs were to spike and job 
creation sputter, the recov¬ 
ery could fall back into a 
“double-dip” recession. 

The odds of that have re¬ 
ceded as the economy has 
strengthened. But it can't 
be dismissed. 

“It looks like 
we’re on a path 
to moderate re¬ 
covery and that 
the risk of a 
double-dip, while 
certainly not negli¬ 
gible, it is certainly less 
than it was a few months 
ago,” Federal Reserve chair¬ 
man Ben Bemanlce told 
Congress on Wednesday. 


“That being said, there are 
any number of possible 
things that could derail it.” 

At the top of Bernanlce's 
risk list: Chronically high 
unemployment, which he 
said could cause con¬ 
sumers to spend less. 

Economists think unem¬ 
ployment will probably re¬ 
main above nine per cent 
by the November midterm 
elections, making Demo¬ 
cratic and Republican in¬ 
cumbents in Congress vul¬ 
nerable, particularly in 
hard-hit states. President 
Barack Obama is summon¬ 
ing top economic advisers 
for a meeting Friday to talk 
about creating new jobs, 
the White House said. 

In its report on unem¬ 
ployment claims, the gov¬ 
ernment said the number 
of newly laid-off people 
signing up for jobless aid 
last week surged 24,000 to 
a seasonally adjusted 
484,000. That was the 
most since late February. 
Economists had predicted 
a drop in first-time claims. 

One theory is that com¬ 
panies are boosting pro¬ 
duction and meeting cus¬ 
tomer demand by squeez¬ 
ing more work from their 
existing staff, the associated

Pharmacists 
fighting for 
subsidies 

Ontario Independent phar¬ 
macist Bryan Hastie says if 
Ontario eliminates profes¬ 
sional allowances paid to 
drug stores by generic drug 
manufacturers, he may 
have to join his larger com¬ 
petitors and cut staff — 
but at his husband-and- 
wife operation, that means 
closing shop. 

“If I didn't have the pro¬ 
fessional allowance in¬ 
come, I couldn't afford to 
pay myself,” Hastie said 
Thursday. 

Hastie, who has owned a 
Medicine Shoppe franchise 
for three years, said it's a 
little unusual for the inde¬ 
pendents to be fighting on 
the same side as large com¬ 
petitors. 

The Ontario government 
says ending the profession¬ 
al allowances will cut the 
price of generic drugs by at 
least 50 per cent, knocking 
$500 million a year off the 
cost to the province's pub¬ 
lic drug plan for seniors 
and others. 

But it also means inde¬ 
pendent pharmacies — 
about half of all drug 
stores in Ontario — are at 
risk of closing their doors, 
Hastie said. 

Large drug store chains 
like Shoppers Drug Mart 
have been grabbing head¬ 
lines with their threats to 
cut store hours, services 
and jobs in response to the 
government's plan. 

But the province's inde¬ 
pendent pharmacists, who 
say they'll be dispropor¬ 
tionately affected by the 
cuts, stepped up their cam¬ 
paign against the cuts with 
a full-page ad in major 
newspapers Thursday. The 
ads urge consumers to 
fight the Ontario govern¬ 
ment's plan to cut at least 
$750 million from the drug 
store industry's revenues. 

The Independent Phar¬ 
macists of Ontario ads say 
the plan will reduce servic¬ 
es, lead to cuts in pharma¬ 
cy hours and produce 
longer wait times.

Record night 
for Eveland 



Two weeks to the day 
after he learned he had 
made the team, after a 
nervous walk to meet with 
the general manager on 
the final day of spring 
training, Toronto Blue Jays 
pitcher Dana Eveland took 
to the mound and claimed 
a piece of franchise histo¬ 
ry. 

The 26-year-old left-han¬ 
der threw four scoreless in¬ 
nings to open his second 
start with the Blue Jays, set¬ 
ting a team record while 
helping the team to a 7-3 
win over the Chicago White 
Sox Thursday night. Eve¬ 
land did not allow a run in 
his debut last week, and his 
run of 11 / scoreless innings 
is the longest any starter 
has gone at the beginning 
of their career in Toronto. 

“He pitched well enough 
to make this team in spring 
training, so he doesn’t sur¬ 
prise me,” Blue Jays manag¬ 
er Cito Gaston said before 
the game. 

Eveland allowed two runs 
over six innings, striking 
out four while walking 
three. Shortstop Alex Gon¬ 
zalez provided the offensive 
spark, going 4-for-5 with 
three runs batted in. 

The Blue Jays took to the 
field Thursday night having 
suffered twin attacks to 
their pride the previous day. 
Toronto was routed 11-1 by 
Chicago Wednesday, endur¬ 
ing the added indignity of 


losing in front of the small¬ 
est crowd the team had ever 
drawn to Rogers Centre, 
with only 10,610 fans in the 
stands. 

Attendance was not 
much stronger Thursday — 
10,744 — but there was no 
comparing the results on 
the field. Toronto chased 
Chicago starter Freddy Gar¬ 
cia to the showers after only 
three innings of work, beat¬ 
ing him for eight hits and 
seven earned runs. 

Travis Snider led the hit 
parade with his first home 
run of the season, blasting a 
solo shot over the fence in 
right field in the second in¬ 
ning. Toronto added three 
more runs in the third and 
turned up the heat even 
more in the fourth. 

Utility man Mike McCoy 
scored Snider when he sent 
a shot to left field that 
bounced off Juan Pierre’s 
glove at the fence. Gonzalez 
scored McCoy and Jose 
Bautista on a double to take 
a 7-0 lead. 

Toronto’s ability to gener¬ 
ate runs had been raised as 
a concern before the game, 
as Gaston lamented the 
continued absence of sec¬ 
ond baseman Aaron Hill. 

The 28-year-old, who set 
career highs in home runs 
(36) and runs batted in (108) 
last season, is on the 15-day 
disabled list with a tender 
hamstring and is not eligi¬ 
ble to return until next 
week. 

“You’re always going to 
miss a bat like that,” Gaston 
said. “He’s getting real close 
to coming back. We’ll just 
try to keep our head above 
water until we get him

Roger Bannister of Eng¬ 
land and John Landy of 
Australia both ran the 
“Miracle Mile” in less than 
four minutes in Vancouver 
in 1954. 

The legendary “Kip” 

Keino and the Kenyan dis¬ 
tance runners initially 
made their mark in 
Kingston, Jamaica in 1966. 

The Games first ventured 
to Asia in 1998 at Kuala 
Lumpur. There, a 13-year- 
old diver from Canada, 

Alexandre Despatie, be¬ 
came the youngest major 
games champion. In Man¬ 
chester in 2002, Ian Thor¬ 
pe of Australia, one of the 


greatest swimmers of all 
time, won six gold medals. 

More important than the 
exploits of the sporting 
stars is the pioneering spir¬ 
it of the Commonwealth 
Games. A far ciy from the 
very “British” field day 
they once were, the Games 
have come to include de¬ 
veloping parts of the world 
hungry to express them¬ 
selves through the pursuit 
of sport. 

India’s population of 
1.17 billion is second 
largest in the world next to 
the Peoples Republic of 
China. Yet, the upcoming 
Commonwealth Games 
represent the 
largest sport¬ 
ing event ever 
staged in In¬ 
dia’s history. 

There are, 
of course, is¬ 
sues. 

Overcrowd¬ 
ing, pollution, 
poverty and 
lack of infra¬ 
structure are hurdles to 
overcome. But the same 
can be said of most coun¬ 
tries vis-a-vis sporting spec¬ 
tacles. The important 
thing being the Common¬ 
wealth Games and India 
are willing to try. 

Sport aspires to be un¬ 
like politics, religion and 
economics. It attempts to 
break down barriers in¬ 
stead of creating them. 

Therefore, more power 
to the Commonwealth 
Games. 

In a year where FIFA is 
courageous enough to take 
the World Cup to Africa for 
the first time, we should 
all take notice of the path 
of the Queen’s Baton. 

Its’ journey signals the 
power of sport is reaching 
more people around the 
globe than ever before.

Matthew Vaughn’s 
superhero flick Kick-Ass is 
an outrageous mix of styl¬ 
ized violence and dark hu¬ 
mour that both gently 
mocks and pays homage to 
decades of superhero lore. 

It’s a lovingly R-rated af¬ 
fair that is sure to thrill ac¬ 
tion movie lovers and cos¬ 
tumed hero fans alike. 
Some will undoubtedly be 
offended by scenes featur¬ 
ing a pre-teen girl viciously 
dispatching legions of 
henchmen, but anyone 
with a sense of humour and 
an understanding that 
movies are make believe 
should be too busy giggling 
to notice any such party 
poopery. 


The film follows a boring 
and anonymous teen who 
decides to become a crime- 
fighter known as Kiclc-Ass. 
Predictably, he’s not very 
good at it. But a grainy cell 
phone video makes him an 
internet sensation, drawing 
the attention of a local 
crime boss who wants to 
take down the costumed 
vigilante harming his fami¬ 
ly business. 

Of course, that’s not Kiclc- 
Ass but a scorned cop out 
for revenge who is played 
by Nicolas Cage (channeling 


Adam West) and has turned 
his 11-year-old daughter in¬ 
to a deadly assassin. 

They’re called Big Daddy 
and Hit Girl and (much like 
Kiclc-Ass and the rich boy 
hero Red Mist) they aren’t 
actually superheroes, but 
people just crazy enough to 
think it could work. The sto¬ 
ry is relentlessly entertain¬ 
ing with just enough genre 
subversion and subtle com¬ 
mentary on new media 
celebrities to offer a brain 
behind the colourful explo¬ 
sions.

Films this odd and true to 
their own warped vision 
don’t come along often and 
should be celebrated.

review Most contemporary 
American thrillers are mod¬ 
els of economy, forgoing 
extensive character devel¬ 
opment in an attention 
maintaining rush to get the 
meat of the movie. 

But the Swedish film has 
always been a model of re¬ 
straint, taking it’s time to 
gently, effectively dig deep 
into the human element 
before unleashing whatev¬ 
er beast it has hidden up its 
sleeve. 

Which is why the highly 
touted murder mystery dra¬ 
ma The Girl With The Drag¬ 
on Tattoo comes so highly 
recommended: It’s as inti¬ 
mate and detailed as it is 
epic and jarring. 


Based on the posthu¬ 
mously published novel by 
Swedish mystery writer 
Stieg Lars son, director Niels 
Arden Oplev’s powerful 
and very faithful film adap¬ 
tation stars Michael Nyqvist 
as shamed investigative 
journalist Mikael Blomlc- 
vist, who is framed for a 
crime he didn’t commit. 

As he prepares for his im¬ 
pending prison sentence, a 
mysterious tattooed, 
pierced tomboy punk girl is 
following him. 

She’s Lisbeth (Noomi Ra- 
pace), the dragon inked girl 
of the title, a brilliant, 
streetwise computer hack¬ 
er and would be detective 
who, after a wealthy patri¬ 
arch hires Blomlcvist to un¬ 
cover who in his family 
murdered his beloved, long 
dead niece, becomes the 
scribe’s partner, in more 
ways than one. 

But that synopsis barely 
scratches the surface. 

The Girl With The Drag¬ 
on Tattoo is a master class 
in how to effectively stage a 
shocker where every facul¬ 
ty is engaged.

B atman, Super¬ 
man, Spiderman 
and Iron Man are 
the gold standard 
for comic book 
characters on the big 
screen. Between them they 
have grossed a heroic 
amount of money, literally 
adding billions of dollars 
to box office tallies. They 
are the bigwigs, the VIPs of 
the superhero world, but 
there are dozens of other, 
lesser known, comic book 
characters that have made 
the leap from the page to 
the stage. 

Hit Girl, the ruthless 
eleven-year-old vigilante 
played by Chloe Grace 
Moretz in this weekend’s 
Kiclc-Ass, might not be a 
match for Batman’s bat¬ 
shaped ninja shurikens or 
his box office pull, but Jeff 
Moss, the proprietor of 
Montreal’s coolest comic 
book shop, The 4th Wall, 
says her story has all the 
makings of a great movie 
adaptation. 


“For a comic to make a 
good movie it must have 
first and foremost good 
characters,” he says. “Also, 
if the story's not there, it's 
not going to make a good 
movie. Next up, it’s got to 
have good visuals and de¬ 
cent “whoa” moments.” 

The 1999 superhero 
comedy Mystery Men — 
based on Flaming Carrot 
Comics by Bob Burden — 
works because of the mix 
of story and offbeat charac¬ 
ters. Paul Reubens, for in¬ 
stance, plays The Spleen, a 
crime fighter who uses tur¬ 
bo flatulence to level his 
enemies and Leader of the 
Disco Boys as played by Ed¬ 
die Izzard neutralizes his 
adversaries with a can of 
highly flammable hair- 
spray. 



The Mystery Men was 
turned into a film in 1999 - 


It doesn’t have the all- 
American heroics of Super¬ 
man, but Mystery Men has 
become a cult classic. 

Bulletproof Monk, loose¬ 
ly based on Michael Avon 
Oeming’s comic book, de¬ 
livers on Moss’s “whoa” 
moments. Chow Yun-Fat, 
hot off of the success of 
Crouching Tiger, Hidden 
Dragon, starred as a Ti¬ 
betan monk who trains a 
street kid to protect a sa¬ 
cred scroll. Its combination 
of martial arts and humour 
didn’t score at the box of¬ 
fice, but it makes for a 
good rental. 

While it may seem that 
every comic ever written 
has been turned into 
movies — an IMDB search 
for based-on-comic-boolc 


returned 607 titles — not 
all necessarily lend them¬ 
selves to the Hollywood 
treatment. 

“Some of my favourite 
comics that have yet to be 
made into movies include 
Preacher, Transmetropoli¬ 
tan, Nextwave, and Bone,” 
says Moss. 

“All of these books have 
rich characters, and amaz¬ 
ing storylines, but the 
sheer size of them (Bone 
clocks in at 1300 pages, 
and Preacher runs nine 
volumes) would require ei¬ 
ther a series of movies, or a 
supreme dumbing down of 
the stories.”

review It’s never clear why 
the world needed an Amer¬ 
ican version of Death at a 
Funeral, Frank Oz’s 2007 
British comedy, but the re¬ 
sult is entertaining all the 
same. 

Collecting an all-star en¬ 
semble, the film follows 
the beleaguered Aaron 
(Chris Rock) as he tries to 
bury his recently deceased 
father while dealing with a 
number of family issues — 
not least of which is his re¬ 
sentment of younger 

brother Ryan (Martin 

Lawrence), the successful, 
limelight-hogging author. 
(Aaron, of course, is an as¬ 
piring writer himself, 

though he hasn’t let any¬ 
one read his manuscript.) 

Transplanting the story 
from England to Pasadena, 
Calif., few changes have 
been made to the plot. 

Peter Dinklage even 
reprises his role as a myste¬ 
rious guest with informa¬ 
tion about the deceased he

assumes the family would 
like buried along with him. 

While very funny, the 
film suffers from two dis¬ 
tinct problems, the first be¬ 
ing its rush to tie up plot 
lines — or drop them alto¬ 
gether. 

After spending most of 
the film pestering ex-girl- 
friend Elaine (Zoe Saldana) 
to take him back, Luke Wil¬ 
son’s character abruptly 
says he’s just going to wait 
in the car, never to be seen 
again. 

Several other long-sim¬ 
mering family issues are re¬ 
solved in far-to-brief con¬ 
versations. The other prob¬ 
lem is Chris Rock himself, 
who seems ill-equipped to 
carry the film, even with 
such a huge ensemble 
around him. Playing the 
straight man to so much in¬ 
sanity, Rock feels re¬ 
strained, his stronger com¬ 
ic abilities wasted.

Sex charge halts Seagal show

Kayden Nguyen, a 
23-year-old model, 
sued Seagal for $1 
million on Monday in 
Los Angeles, alleging 
he sexually harassed 
her and engaged in 
sex trafficking. Her Steven 
lawsuit claims Seagal 
hired her as an executive as¬ 
sistant and flew her to 



Louisiana while he was 
making the reality series 
and repeatedly groped and 
fondled her. 

She claims she 
was kept at a house 
in Lafitte, La., for 
several days and that 
Seagal repeatedly 
fondled and groped 
her, touching her 
genitals and breasts 
without permission. 
She claims two other 
women were kept at the

house and were used by the 
actor for sexual purposes. 

She also claims Seagal 
forced her to take illegal 
prescription medications 
and that she repeatedly 
complained to others on 
Seagal’s staff but wasn’t al¬ 
lowed to leave the home. 

Seagal’s attorney, Marty 
Singer, denied the allega¬ 
tions and said in a state¬ 
ment that Nguyen was fired 
for illegal drug use.

Cameron lauds decision to delay bids on Amazon dam

Director James Cameron is 
applauding a Brazilian 
judge’s decision to 
temporarily halt bidding 
on a huge hydroelectric 
dam, yet he warns the 
fight is not over in what he 
calls a “real-life Avatar” 
battle in the Amazon. 

A federal judge in Para 
state on Wednesday delayed 
the April 20 auction for con¬ 
struction of what would be 
the world’s third-largest hy¬ 
droelectric project. 

He said more time was 
needed to examine claims 
that Amazon Indians living 
near the site weren’t con¬ 
sulted about the project and 
that insufficient environ¬ 
mental protection measures 
were put in place. 


“It’s a small victory for us, 
but I don’t expect the battle 
is over,” Cameron told The 
Associated Press by tele¬ 
phone from the small Ama¬ 
zon city of Altamira, where 
he was lending support to 
project opponents. 

Government lawyers 
were analyzing the decision 
Thursday and will appeal it 
soon, said a spokeswoman 
for Brazil’s solicitor gener¬ 
al’s office. She spoke on con¬ 
dition of anonymity due to 
department policy. 

President Luiz Inacio Lula 
da Silva strongly supports 
construction of the Belo 
Monte dam, arguing it will 
help Brazil meet its ever¬ 
growing energy needs. Silva 
on Wednesday also criti¬ 


cized international pressure 
to stop the dam project. 

“No one worries more 
about taking care of the 
Amazon and our Indians 
than we do,” Silva said 
Wednesday in a speech in 
Sao Paulo. 

Silva also said, without 


mentioning Cameron by 
name, that people from de¬ 
veloped nations should not 
lecture Brazil on the envi¬ 
ronment because those 
countries spent centuries 
destroying their own 
forests.

Turkey Kebabs 
with Fennel and 
Red Pepper Relish 

INGREDIENTS: 

1 lb (500 g) boneless 
skinless turkey breasts 
3 garlic cloves, chopped 
11/2 tbsp (20 m’) lemon 
juice 

2 tbsp (25 ml) dry white 
wine 

1 tbsp (15 ml) chopped 
fresh sage, or 2 tsp (10 ml) 
dried sage, crumbled 
1 tbsp (15 ml) chopped 
fresh rosemary 
11/2 tsp (7 ml) fresh thyme 
leaves, or 1/2 tsp (2 ml) 
dried thyme 

1 tsp (5 ml) fennel seeds, 
lightly crushed 

2 1/2 tbsp (40 ml) extra-vir¬ 
gin olive oil 

1 red pepper, seeded and 
finely diced 

1 fennel bulb, finely diced 
1 tbsp (15 ml) tapenade, or 
10 black lcalamata olives, 
pitted and finely diced 
8 shallots or pearl onions 
Salt and fresh-ground black 
pepper 

METHOD 

1 . Cut turkey into 24 
pieces, each about 2 x 3/4 
in. (5 x 2 cm). Combine 
turkey pieces with 2 garlic 


cloves, 1 tbsp (15 ml) lemon 
juice, wine, sage, rosemary, 
thyme, fennel seeds, 2 tbsp 
(25 ml) olive oil and salt- 
and-pepper seasoning. Toss 
turkey pieces to coat with 
herb mixture. Leave to mar¬ 
inate at least 10 minutes. 

2. Meanwhile, make relish. 
Put red pepper, fennel, 
tapenade or diced olives, re¬ 
maining garlic, 1/2 tbsp (7 
ml) lemon juice and 1/2 tb¬ 
sp (7 ml) olive oil in medi¬ 
um bowl and stir. Add salt 
and pepper to taste; set 
aside. 

3. Preheat broiler to high or 
light barbecue. Thread mar¬ 
inated turkey pieces onto 
skewers. Add one shallot or 
pearl onion to each. 

4. Broil or barbecue kebabs, 

turning over and basting 
with marinade, 15 minutes 
or until turkey is cooked 
through and lightly 
charred in spots. Serve ke¬ 
babs hot with pepper 
relish. serves 4
